SENATOR OGLESBY. 
BW £PUBLICAN MEETING AT TURNER HALL. 


An extra effort to save the Republican party of | 


the Third Congressional District from over- 
whe |ming defeat ana utier annibilation in the 
enf uing election was put forth las: night, in the 
6 ape of ‘“‘a grand mass-meeting” at the North 
Turner Hall. A band of music parading tne 
‘streets during the day, togeiher with the an- 
nouncement that United States Senator Oglesby 
was to speak, would be suflicient, it was expect- 
ed, to fire the Republican heart, and attract the 
curious and indifferent, of whatever political 
leanings, and a tremendous gaihering was an- 
ticipated. It is a melancholy fact, and one which 
was of marked significance as showimg the apathy 
which now prevails, that the hall was not full: 
and it was algo noteworthy that, of the 
1,090 people present, fully one-half were either 
eandidates for office, or elee confirmed poli- 
4Aicians, who came im the performance of a duty. 
There was but a thin showing of the class of 
eitzzens whose votes are liable to be influenced 
by campsign apeeches. In the matter of num- 
bers the meeting was not a success, though in 
moisy demonsiraiions of applause, religiously 
siarted and patientiy kept yp by those who had 
this feature of the exercises in charge, the affair 
could not be called a failure. 

The platform was pot very ornamental in ap- 
pearance. Jailer Folz and J.C. Barker were 
sandwiched between Postmaster McArthur and 
State Senator Waite, while Col. Frank Eastman 
was Chairman of the mee'ing. 

COL. EASTMAN 
said that he had been asked to take the ehair. 


| There was a gice ciub present, and be called up- 


on it to sing. 

At this iayitation, Faank Lumbard and three 
friends stepped upon the platform and sang, with 
some spirit, ** Unfold that glorious banner.” 

While the song was being disposed of Senator 
Oglesby appeared upon the platform, but his 
coming did not evoke any apparent enthusiasm. 

The Chairman then briefly § addressed 
the meeting. He was gratificd at being 
called upon to preside over a Repub- 
lican meeting. They. bad not, as formerly, 
the support of a powerful section of the preas, 
but that was no reason why they should desert 
their political associates or disband tueir organi- 
zation. Gross personalities were being indulged 
in by the press. They had made Mr. Charles B. 
Farwell a special target for their attacks, The 
speaker then entered into avery strong lauda- 
tion of Mr. Farwell. He said that Mr. Farwell's 
only crime was fidelity to his party. He had 
always been a good Representative. Had Mayor 
Medill been elected on a Republican plattorm, 
he would never have ailowed sixty or seventy 
old women to dic*ate to him a policy in regard to 
the beer and cigar interest. He wou!d have 
taken the stand of the Republican party upon 
that question. Mr. Medill, although an able 
gentleman, had allowed himself to be swayed by 
what was the then Opposition to the Rerublican 
party. Great as was his admiration for the 
ability and energy of Mr. Hesing, he was com- 
pelled to denounce tbat gentleman for charging 
the fanatical extremes of the Fire-Proof organ- 
izers on the MKepublican party. ([Cheers.]

It was a young 
avd strong party, assuming the great task of 
guiding the affairs of the nation, taking the 
reins of power from a party that had forfeited 
the confidence of the American people. That 

ride would only be extinguished with his death. 

ie looked back upon the gorgeous past, 
THE GLORIOUS HISTORY OF THE REPUBLICAN

From the hour when it took charge of the nation 
to the pee. it had control of the destinies of 
40,000,000 of people. |Cbheers.] Who, if any, of 
the men of Chicago that helped to Luild up the

Our letters from this State date from the 14th 
to the 23d, inclusive. Frost slight. 
Only reported in one parish—Tangipapban. 
Weatber universally reported as _ favorabie 
and very favorable. A_ little more 
than one-ha!f the crop is reported as having been 
picked, and, with the continuance of favorable 
weather, the crop will be picked out by the 10th 
of November to ihe lst of December. ‘he yield 
as compared with iast year will be somewhat 
greater, our answers to this inquiry averaging 
an increase of neariy 10 per cent. The staple 
has been injured by drv weather, which at the 
same time vas enabledthe crop to be picked 
cleaner and brigater. 

MISSISSIPPI. 
Thirty-one letters from twenty counties report 
httle or no injury to the cotton plant fiom frost.

THE CRIME. 

The murder of Xavier Poulin, for which 
Givier Gallien was hanged. as described above, 
took place on Caraqnette Island, in the Baie des 
Chaleurs, just off the coast of Gloucester Coun- 
ty, New Brunswick, on the 20th of April last. 
Poulin, with bis wife and two children, lived 
vib Gallien and Gallien’s sister on the island in 
gemail cabin containing culy one room, the 
property of the Gallien family. Both men were 
fishermen. All the parties were Acadian French, 
descendante of the Acadians driven from the 
Baan of Miras in 1755 by Col. Winslow, and, like

Elizape.h Lo- 
gan, relict of Dr. John Logan and mother of the 
Hon. John A. Logan, aged 69 years 1 month and 
8 days. 

dirs. Logan was born in South Carolina, Sept. 
19, 1805. Her father was one of those fine old 
Virginia geutlemen, who at au early day remov- 
ed to South Carolina, whe-e deceased was born, 
and subsequen.ly moved to Tennesze-. 

Having lost her mother wheu she was of a ten- 
der age. the onerous duties of a housekeeper 
devolved uoon her, compelling her to take eutire 
charge of her father’s houscbold and a large 
family of brothers and sisrera, all of which she 
performed wi'bh marked ability fur oue so voung. 
* In the tall of 18.3 she,in company with her 
honored brother, Gov. Alexander Jenkias, came 
to Lbis county on a visit to her sister, Mrs. Man- 
ning, who then lived at Browasvilie, on the Big 
Muddy River, which was then the county-seat of 
Jacksou County. 

uring her visit she made the acquaintance of 
Dr. Joon Logan, to whom she was warried in 
June, 1824. She at once removed to tne home 
of her husband, within tke present limits of this 
city, where she has resided, and the old home- 
stead in which her younger aays were spent, and 
ia which the ‘‘nation’s pride,’ the Hon. John A. 
Logan, was born. can still be seen. 

er house in early days was one of the sta- 
tions where regular appointments were made; 
and our rturdy pioneer Methodist minis:ers al- 
ways found a kind we'come, a houwse and a 
chu:ch, in which were assembled attentive and 
respecrabie listeners. 

Mrs. Logan was a woman of remarkable firm- 
ness of character, indeiatizgalls energy, and un- 
wavering faithfulness in the discharye of her 
duties as a wife and motaer. She was the 
mother of twelve children, ail of whom were 
born in this citv. They are ail dead but four: 
The Hon. John A. Logaa, ber eldest, whom sbe 
hed lived to see rise to prominence in the 
esteem of ail true Americans; Thomas M. Logan, 
Mrs. Dr. J. L. Swinner, and James Y. Logan, 
ber youngest, who is a prominent mercnant of 
this city. Another son, the Hon. W. H. Logan, 
who died in this city a few years ago, was at- 
taining @ }Trominence which was gratifving to 
ali, and who bid fair co mvail his distinguished 
brother, the General. 

She was a widow twenty-one years, and yet to 
the dayof her death sacredly cherished the

Mass Meeting at the JFiirst M. E. 
Church, 


Speeches by Mother Stewart, E. A. 
Sturrs, and Othiers. 


In obedience to a call signed. by many of the 
leading ministers of the city #.n 4 the officers of 
the Women’s Temperance Orga! nzation, a large 
temperance mass-meeting was beld last evening 
in the First Methodist Chure!a, corner of Clark 
and Washington streets. Ths object of the 
meeting was stated to be to devise some plan of 
action in which all can uaite ir: a grand effort to 
rid the city of the giant evil of intemperance. 

The meeting was organized. with Dr. Ryder in 
the chair, and Mr. Dean Secréstary. Dr. Ryder, 
on taking the chair, delivered a pleasing address, 
and suggested that the speecshes of the evening 
be limited to fifteen minutes 

DR. W. W. EV ats, 
of the First Baptist Church, was the first speak- 
er. He paid a giowing triviate to the energies 
the ladies were displaying va the cause of tem- 
perance, and thought: that they were 
invested with great power, naturally, 
in the cause. He opposed the license system, 
and cited the prosperity of several towns in the 
State where.there were p.o saloons, as proof of 
the évils of licensing the trralftic. 
DR. Ti(@ MAS 
followed in a few brief rmamarks, but preferred 
to surrender bis ailottee! time to one of the 
ladies present. He conse nted to speak only on 
the condition that the )m2eting should be in the 
interest of the Women’s ‘Temperance Society of 
Chicago. Education would prove a great lever 
in the cause. Hewouli like to see the saloons 
of the city closed, but would never again con- 
sent to the ladies of 1.hia city appealing to the 
Common Council in tla: interest until they were 
clothed with the ba!lot. 
MISS F. &. WILLARD, 
of the Women’s Tempe rance Organization fol- 
lowed. She reported in a concise wav her ex- 
periences at the late fsrate Convention, where 
she was highiv pleased at the interest displayed 
in the cause from diffe: ent sections uf the State. 
THE HON.’ E. A. STORRS 

was the next soeaker: He said it had come to 
pass from the comservative ideas of the 


past that there was vo merit in getting 
drunk, present or collateral. There was 
no safety in mc derate drinking, and 


the idea of pure liquc rs was fast becoming ex- 
ploded. The war to bts waged was not upon the 
quality of liquor, wk ether pure or impure, but 
upon the effects of di inking. When the use of 
intoxicating liquors wiis ended, then would come 
the v.ctury. As the demand for intoxicating 
liquor was curtailed, 8 9 would the saloons anffer, 
and in the same prop? ortion would the cause of 
temperance be prom¢ ted. He would use every 
hovorabie means for the suppression of intem- 
perance; would have committees in the work 
organized in everv ‘vard of the city, and have 
them work until it Wasa disgrace to drink, just 
asitis to gamble. Politically, he would not 
take the cause im band, and go from place to 
place to trade it fori nfuence. Wherever such a 
p'an had been adop zed, the temperance cause 
had been swindled. He compared the recent 
temperance crusemdé. to the thunders of heaven ; 
it bad acted as @ pu rifier of the public morais, as 
the hghtning purified the atmosvhe:e. He 
closed with, **God bless tae womenof America.”

RAILWAY E\ ‘OLUTION. 

In the Fifth Annual Re port of the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners of Massachusetts the 
attention of the public :is again called to the 
railroad question. Surve ving its history from 
the beginniog to the presa at time, the Commis- 
sioners are of opinion th#:a species of natural 
law of puwlitical evolution governing transporta- 
tion by rail may now be formulated. At first, 
it is assumed that railroatis are sufficiently in- 
fluenced by natural laws; and the doctrine of 
nou-interference by Gove! nment in their man- 
agexnent obtains. In tht) next stage, attempts 
are made to regulate theza by legislative enact- 
ments. Finally, it comes to be recognized that 
U-ansportation by rail is a function of Govern- 
‘ment. In America, we have lived in the first 
stage fora long time. in some States the sec- 
ond stage has been reached. Opinion and dis- 
cussion poiat in some qiiarvers to the third. 

Up to the present tim @, this conptry bas been 
engaged in the work of the construction of the 
roads. The system bras been imperfect. Now 
the buildieg of roads is finished in its graud 
Outlines, and the work of construction is to be 
succeeded by the work of adjustment. It is 
found here ag it has becm found in every other 
country, that railroads cannot be governed by 
the economical laws ‘rhich govern other indus- 
tries. The law of competition, or of supply and 
Cemand, exercises bit littie control over them. 
‘The supply of tompeting railroads canhot be 
Ap increase in their number does 
If un- 
profitabie where constructed, they cannot be 
moved to smother place. Where ail these ele- 
ments are wanting there can be no competition, 
and where there is po competition the ordinary 
economical do not hold. This seems 
to lead inevitably to the conclusion that the

They 
scout the idea, too prevalent among legislators, 
that it is possible, by the passage of a simple 
law limited toa few sections, t® regulate the 
whole subject of fares and freights on a wise, 
just, cheap, and permanent bas, It is very 
hard, however, to convince men who have had no 
r allway experience that it is not an easy thing to 
frame a proper railway tanff. One failure will 
not satisfy legislators of it. Two, three, or four 
failures will not disabuse tnem of the error.

He questioned whether what he had to say 
could be considered an address. A .vew broom 
awept clean, and he was sure the audience were 
hooking down the programme for one whose 
bame only recently become familiar to the 
people of Chicago, and lower down another 
name even jess familiar (W. B. Ogden). The 
part assigued him was a most pleasant service. 
He was giad to join with the Boards of Manage- 
ment, who for eighteen years had been building 
up tae University, in committing the interests of 
the University to bands in which he knew they 
would be safely administered. In spite of the 
difticulties which had encompassed the history 
of tbe University.—years of fire, of war, and 
commercial disaster,—tbe spirit and heart 
of those interes in the University, 
was one of progress and resoive. It 
would be almost inevitable, ou such 
au occasion as this, that he should fail to revert 
to the past, and abstain from reviewing it. He 
was even tempted to turn a giance to a period 
even more remote. We had just passed an an- 
niversary which skould have been remembered 
with some demonstration, the 200th anniversary 
of Marquette’s lauding near Chicago, writing 
the first word ever penned by human hand in 
this city,—the letter still existing iu the archives 
of French history. He came in pursuance of 
the same interests which marked the meeiing he 
addressed. 

He came herein the interests of learning, re- 
ligion, and humanity. New England gloried in 
her traditions. Harvard and Yale could not 
meet without reverting to their heritage from 
the Pilgrim Fathers. He hoped the name of 
Marauette would not be forgotten in connection 
with the development of Chicago. After a lapse of 
150 years, when the wheels of commerce were 
clogged, Miss Harriet Martineau paid a visit to 
Chicago, in 1833, and in the notes she made of 
the visit she adverted to a parcel of land-sharks 
who had teken possession of the city. These 
men were pot represented in the meeting, but 
there was a class which still survived. ‘This city 
contained the ashes of men, one of whom, Allen 
Freeman, laid the foundation of religious infiu- 
ence in one denomination interested in the Uni- 
versity. Almost to-day was the nineteenth an- 
niversary of the birthday of the institution.

In 1871 the Legislature of that State passed 
an act establighing a schedule of maximum 
tretes for ell kimds of property and for passen- 
pere, and forbade the exaction of higher rates 
under certain ersumerated penalties. It being 
apparent the railroads would not comply with 
the statute, several persons residing along the 
line ofthe Winona & St. Peter Railroad com- 
bined to test its constitutionality. Suit was 
commenced in the District Court in the name of 
J. D. Blake, a merchant of Rochester, Mian., to 
recover possession of two bales of merchandise 
shipped trom Winona to Rochester. The rate 
demanded by the Company was $1; the rate 
prescribed by jaw was 57 cents. The Company 
refused to deliver the goods unless their rate of 
charge was paid. Both parties being desirous 
to make it a test case, every question other than 
the constitutional power of the State to 
pass such laws was waived. Judgment was 
rendered in favor of the Railway Company. An 
appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, where 
the decision of the Court below was reversed 
and the validity of the law sustained. To re- 
verse this judgment, a writ of error was sued 
out to “he Supreme Court of the United States. 
At the same time the State of Minnesota insti- 
tuted a suit to vacate the charter of the Company 
asa penalty for ite violation of the law. This 
proceeding, however, was subsequently relin- 
quashed. 

On behalf of the State it is set up that the 
charter of the Transit Railroad Company, out 
c@ which the Winona & St. Peter Railroad Com- 
;@py was afterward formed. did not contain any 
express provision empowering it to charge rates 
off fare and freight, and that the act in question 
‘sas the first authority to prescribe the rates. 
Jthe appellants, however, think they will be able 
to show that the authority claimed was expressly 
conferred in the charters. If their position is 
suetained, the question to be passed upon will 
be precisely like that now at issue in this State.

Prohibition is supported by appeals 
addressed to the feelings and opposed by argu- 
ments addressed to the mind. Reason must 
conquer seatiment. The man or woman who, 
in the face of facts, cries out for prohibi- 
tion to-day demonstrates a prima facie 
unfitness for the franchise. It is not 
our purpose to repeat here the time-worn 
and unanswerable arguments against the princi- 
ple of interference with individual tastes. We 
wish simply to call attention to the way in which 
women striving for the suffrage are proving the 
folly of granting their request. The sisterhood 
make no pretense of having studied the ques- 
tion they propose to settle the day after they 
have the ballot. Their stock in trade apparent- 
ly consists of one touching picture of a drunk- 
ard’s home, one set of statistics made to order, 
aud one small assortment of Scripture texts. 
About three years before his death, Charles As- 
tor Bristed published a very little book entitled 
‘* The Interference Theory of Government.” It 
is much more interesting than the average 
novel, and about one-fourth aa long. 
We earnestly advise prohibition-mad women 
‘and mer to read this essay, or at least the one 
short chapter of it in which ‘The Agqnarian 
Movement” is discussed. There are many 
things which it might and does not say, but we 
imagine that the reader will find unexpected 
difficulty in anewering what it does.

‘MR. BRYANTS BIRTHDAY. 

In the midst of the political hurly-burly of 
next Tuesday, an auspicious event will be ceie- 
brated in all the large cities of the country—the 
80th birthday of William Cullen Bryant. The 
venerable poet has reached,the extreme age 
allotted to man, and yet his years are not “ labor 
and sorrow” to him. UHis intellect is unim- 
paired, and he is etill hale and hearty. With his 
achievements in the field of journalism and his 
success in the realm ef poetry the public are 
familiar. Although not so prolific as some of 
the other American poets, he has written many 
poems which will take their piace as classics in 
literature. “To bim who, in the love of 
Nature, holds communion with her visible 
forms, she speaks a various language,” and this 
various language she has spoken to him and he 
has interpreted it in his works. Like himself, 
his works are calm, stately, and digmified. Pure 
in his private and spotiess in his public life, a 
poet who has never soiled his laurels with any- 
thing unworthy of him, an editor who has never 
allowed himself to deviate from the highest and 
noblest standards of journalism, a patriot in the 
most elevated sense of the word, and a large con- 
tributor to the art, science, and literature of the 
country, he richly deserves this tribute which 
his friends and admirers propose to extend to 
him. He has honored the American name and 
enriched American literature, and the Ameri- 
can people will gracefully acknowledge 
it. Max Muiler says there is no happiness so 
great as that of the poet in whom his own peo- 
ple delight.

Judge Doolittle said that Mr. Ogden’s name 
and high reputation would be a great benefit to 
the University, and hoped thas he would with- 
dcaw bis objection. 

Mr. Ogden again declined. 

Mr. J. Young Scammon then rose and made an 
eloquent speech, in which be réviewed the past 
services of Mr. Ogden to the City of Chicago, 
and hoped that he would consent to serve her 
once more.

A similar dispatch was sent to Indianapolis. 
In response to it, an eogine, fully manned, left 
eaca place, the one from ‘Terre Haute with the 
Mayorand Chief of the Fire Department arriv- 
ing at 2;30 a.m. The one from Indianapolis did 
not reach the scene until an hour ater. 
‘The town was the scene of the wildest disorder, 
and the helpiess citizens were thronging the 
streets, utterly voweriess to do anvthing against 
the advancing flames, there being absciuteiy no 
fre department, engine, cistern, or anything, in 
fact, to fignt against the fie. A committee of 
the Council has been invesiigating the subject 
of tire-engines for six monihs past, and at the 
time of the tire was in Louisville examining the 
Fire Department there. The tire-engines, once 
there, did all they could, but labored under great 
difficulty from the scarcity of water. That it was 
the work of incendiaries admits of no doubs. 
Ic started ip a planinmgemill that has not been in 
operation for over a week, and broke out in 
other places remote from the flames, showing it 
to be the work of incendiaries. Armed citizeus 
rode the street during the night aud early morn- 
ing, prepared to shoot anybody ther caugit 
either in the act of accelerating the flames or 
stealing from the citizens whose goods were 
scattered in the street, but they caught no one 
on whom to wreak their vengeance. By day- 
hight the progress of the flames was arrested, 
and both the engines returned to their respec- 
tive cities. The following dispatch was received 
by the Terre Hauve Lvening Gazetie at 3 p. m. 
to-day :

P. B. Leslie 
to-day issued the following proclamation, offer- 
ing an aggregate reward of about $9,000 for the 


capture of the masked ruffians who recently shot 
the voung negro girl in Sheiby County : 

STaTeE OF KEnTUCKY, Exgecurive DEPARTMENT, 

FRANKPORT, Oct, 28, 1874, 

Information has reached me of an atrocious and 
dastarily outrage committed on the 24th inst., in 
Sbelby County, by a band of men in disguise. 
In issuing my proclamation offering By 
reward for the arrest and conviction of these 
otfenders, I have thought it eminently 
proper, in view of the frequency of these forms of 
crime in some districts of the State, to add a few 
earnest words addressed to the good citizens of Shelby 
County and commonwealth, as w as to the officers 
of the iaw, in reference to th in main- 
taining the peace and in 
the iaw. The local aathorities seem 
often to forget that the whole power of the country is 
by law placed in their hands, and that om them, and 
not ou the State Executive, rests, first and cinef, the 
responsibility for the repression and punishment of 
crimes committed within their jurisdiction. No anu- 
thority or power, however great, can act so efficjently 
for the preservation of order and vindication 
of violated law in any community, as that which re- 
sides in the community itself in the faithful exercise 
of such authority intruated by citizens. Officers of 
therr own selection, and firmiy eupported by them, 
wil. be found, under the forms of government, the 
only reliable seourity for the peace of society and 
riguts of the citizema, I regret to aay that 
there is reason to  ~>believe that to the 
apathy, OF in some cases the apparent sym pathy of 
citizens, and the neglect of their sworn duties by 
local authorities, have been mainiy due the disgrace- 
ful impunity of offenders, and consequent increase of 
such crimes in our State, I earnestly call on the good 
citizens of Shelby and the county officers to see to 
it that so vile a deed as that which has called 
forth this proclamation shall not, by going unpun- 
ished, leave a foul blot wpon the escutcneon of their 
honor, and give encouragement to renewed crimes at 
mention of which humanity shudders. The prociama- 
tion will itself be but an empty form unless 
you shad determine to secure ite execu- 
tion, I pledge all proper sid of the State 
suihorities when needed to secure the execution of 
ee and the repression of disorders in your 
micist, 

Whereas, on the night of the 2th day of October, 
1874, in Shelby Couuty, a number of persons, whose 
names aré unknown, were maeked and  dis- 
guised, and unlawfully combined together for 
@ mischievous and murderous purpose, and did 
shoot and wounda female colored girl named Bar- 
ringer, and made their escape, and are pow at large, 
with their great crime upon them; therefore I, Prea- 
ton H. Leslie, Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, do issue this, my proclamation, offering a 
reward of $100 each for the capture and conviction of

That Safe-Burglary Play Still 
on the Boards, 


Conclusive Proof of a Conspiracy 
Against Mr. Alexander. 


Nettleship, Whitely, and Harrington 
in @ Bad Fix, 


One of the Burglars Promised the War- 
denship of a Penitentiary. 


Exciting Scenes During the Trial 
of Glendenning. 


The Washington Safe Burglary In- 
vestigation. 
Special Diepaich to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, Oct. 29.—Interest in the safe- 
burglary trial is steadily on the increase. Tie 
testimony given by Zirruth and Haves was 
lustened to to-day with breathless attention, and 
is 80 convincing and straightforward that many 
who have hitherto been atrong in their belief of 
the innocence of the accused now express toem- 
selves as satisfied of their guilt. The New York 
Tribune of to-day contains an editorial on the 
safe-burglary trial, in which the following pas- 
sage occurs: ‘* There seems to be a mysterious 
and most discreditable connection between the 

risopers now on trial before Judge H::mphreys’ 

Jourt and a number of powerful Republican 
politicians in New Jersey, a conoection 80 close 
that we shal run no great risk of mistake if we 
charge the existence of a New Jersey conspiracy 
to defeat the ends of justice. The search of the 
prosecution for the fagitive Zirruth, and for evi- 
deuce against the prisoners, led frequently into 
New Jersey, and at almost every step the Gov- 
ernment officers found politicians im their way. 
In several instances, the agents of the prosecu- 
tion were informed in 80 many words that they 
would pot be allowed to carry their 
inquiries any farther. Inmore than one case the 
District-Attorpeys piayedidirectly into the hands 
of the defense. The Chief of Police in a New 
Jersey city received explicit orders from an au- 
thority be was bound to respect not to assisi the 
Government ip finding Zirruth, or in collecting 
evidence against Nettiesbip; aud an officer wno 
had been detailed to assist Solicitor Wilson was in- 
structed pot to give hii the help he wanted. If 
the prosecution appealed to Washington for 
support, it found the New Jersey politicians pro- 
tected by Secretary Robeson and Senator Freling- 
huysen, while Judge Fisber, who had been one 
of the best helpers of the defense from 
the start, is unassailable, because he is protected 
by the President.” It is asserted here by per- 
sous who are familiar with the injormation upon 
which the above charge is based, taai the politi- 
cians hinted at, in addition to those named, are 
George H. Halsey, candidate for Governor ; 
Cortilaod A. Parker, a prominent Republican ; 
District-Attorpey Keeseby, and his assistant, 
John King. ‘The parties are said to have acted 
with remarkable geal in protecting the safe- 
burglary conspirators. It will be remembered 
taat Nettleship and Zirruth are residents of New- 
ark, N. J., and that Nettleship told Hayes that if 
the plot succeeded he (Neittleship) would be 
made Warden of the Penitentiary at Lrenton. 

ZIRRUTH'S TESTIMONY. 
{Te the Associated Presa.) 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. .9.—lLhe seafe-burg- 
lary case was resumed to-day, and the cross- 
examination of Zirruth continued. Witness was 
arrested for an attempt at rape a few rears azo, 
but it was a put-up job by Nettleship, and did 
not amouut to anytbing. When asked how he 
got out of jailon the 20th of .his month, wit- 
ness said he didn’t know; Mr. Riddle couid tell. 

Witness was then questioned i Cirect examin- 
ation by Mr. Riddie. who asked witness if he had 
not made a full confession of the whole matter 
to Spencer, of the New York Sun, befure be cane 
to Washington to give himself up. This ques- 
tion was objected to, and the Court decided that 
witness izizht be asked if he had made the same 
statement to anv ove else. The question in this 
form was aoswered in the affirmative. 

MICHAEL HAYES 

was called, and, ashe was under indictment as 
one of the conspirators, the Court ordered a nol. 
pros. to be entered iu his case. Haves testiied 
that, with the exception of four or fire months, 
he had beenin Whitely’s employ since June, 
1871. On April 6 he had an interview with 
Whitelv in New York, who asked him if he could 
go to Washington. Witness said yes, Whitely 
told him to go totbe Metropolitana Hotel in 
Washington, and Nettleship would be there, but 
not to inguire for anyone. Witness did as di- 
rected, but failed to find Nettleship atthe Metro- 
politan. Went to the telegraph office, and sent 
a dispatch to Whitely. 

The manager of the Franklin Telegraph Com- 
pany was here called in, and produced the orig- 
inal dispatch, which Hayes identified and read, 
as follows: 

Col, Wiitely : 

No one here; what shall I do? 

Subsequently found Nectleship at the Oven 
House. Went with him to his room. Neiile- 
ship then began totalk about blowing-open 
Comptroller Green’s safe ia New York and ab- 
stracting some papers, and asked witness if he 
knew of two good men who would do a job. Wit- 
ness asked ‘‘ What are you driving at? Come 
to the point.” Nettieship gave witness $50, and 
tola bim he would communicate with Whitely, 
and seehim again on the avenue in the after- 
noon. Met Nettleship according to appointment. 
Nettleship told him the District Attorney's 
office contained asafe that was to be work- 

@ircccad «bim to 8 house on 
where he would find 
a man who would introduce him to an old man 
named Demaine. He would know the man on 
Ninth street py his hawking and coughing. 
Witness was to, slip up and ask him if be was 
the man who had a patent, when the man would 
know who witness was there for. Nettleship 
gave witness some names on acard. One of the 
names was Columbus Alexander. Witness 
found the man on Ninth sreet, who was to iutro- 
duce him to Demaine, and went to his room. 
Afterwards found out his name was Zirruth, 
Witness reported progress to Nettieship, and re- 
ceived $50 more. Next morning Zirruth failed 
to meet witness, and witness sought 
Nettleship, and was told to go w the 
District Attorney’s office and inquire for 
Harrington, and talk with him about the coun- 
terfeit money case, and at the samo time to lo- 
cate the safe, and observe the entrance to the 
room. Witness went as requested and met Har- 
rington. Introduced himself, and requested to 
see Harrington privately. Was shown into the 
rear office and the door closed. Witness re- 
mained in the room three or four minutes, when 
Harrington came in, and witness introduced the 
counterfeit mouey case; Harrington said he had 
nothing to do with those cases. Witness left 
Harrington and met Ziruth, and threy both went 
to Demaine’s.

After recess Haves continued his testimony. 
Nettleship asked witness to get a man ip Now 
York to do the job. Such a man would be taken 
care of and get the Wardenship of the New Jer- 
sep Penitentiary. Demaine told witness that 
Alexander wanted to see him, and he went with 
Demaine to Alexander’s house and was intro- 
duced. Witness offered to furnish the books 
and papers of John P. Evans to aid the memo- 
rialists. Witness said the books were in the 
possession of a friend of his, and he could ob- 
tain them, and asked Alexander how much 
pecuniary consideration he would put up for 
the books. Alexander said he wished it dis- 
tinctly understood that from the start they 
had determinedj:to purchase no testimony.

Witness was about to relate what transpired, 
when the defense made a strong objection, and 
proceeded to argue the point with much warmth, 
pending which the court adjourned. 


The Trial of the Bev. Giendenning— 
An Exciting Scene in Court. 
From the New York Sun, Oct. 28, 

In the trial of the Jersey City clergyman, yes- 
terday, Dr. Imbrie said that the prosecution 
were ready to rest their case after making a 
statement. They had endeavored to obtain as a 
witness Mrs. Nellie King Graystock of the In- 
taut Asylum of Clinton place, New York, but did 
not at first succeed in getting her. Now they 
were able to produce her, as she was in a neigh- 
boring house and was willing to testify. 

The defense were willing to hear the witness 
from the Infant Asylum, and she was sent for. 
A recess was had for a few minutes. When it 
was known that the witness had arrived and was 
in the anteroom, the spectators were agitated. 
Glendenning braced himself to confront the 
woman who it was alleged told Mrs. Miller that 
he visited the asylum to make arrangements to 
send Mary Pomeroy there. The door of the 
anteroom opened, and a plainly-attired, honest- 
faced woman stepped forth in full view, Those 
in the rear pews arose to look at her, and Glen- 
denning’s face flushed and he bit his lip. Then 
he turned ghastly pale and rested his head on 
his hand. Mrs. Graystock evidently did not see 
him. After being sworn she composedly took 
her seat and looked at Dr. Imbrie. 

She testified that she lived at 115 West 
Eleventh street, New York, andthat she was 
formerly the housekeeper or matron of tbe In- 
fant Asylum at 24 Clintonpliace, New York. One 
evening about 6or7 o'clock, she continued, a 
geutleman calied at the house and askedif the 
head official was in. She told bim no, and he 
said he wanted to get a friend in the asylum. He 
told her that he did not live in New York, and 
she referred him to Dr. Hubbard, the bead and 
front of the institution. A few weeks after that 
Mrs. Miller andthe brother of Marv Pomeroy 
called at the asylum. She did not know 
them then, Mrs. Miller asked whether 
witness remembered the visit of a cer- 
tain man whom she described. Witness 
avewered in the affirmative and herself gave a 
description of the perron. Mrs. Miller exhibited 
a photograph, and witness identified it as that 
of the man who called on ber about a week be- 
fore the sorrow of poor Mary Pomeroy came to 
public notice. Witness learned that the picture 
was that of the Rev. John 8S. Glendenning. 

She saw Glendenning atter that. He went to 
the asylum with several gentlemen. She iden- 
tified the photograph without hesitation. She 
was told in the matitution not totell what she 
knew, but others urged herto come out and 
tell her story. Or. Hubbard asked her whether 
she could swear tothe truth of what she said, 
avd she answered yes. 

‘Did you know the man’s name when he first 
visited the asylum ?” asked Dr. Eddy. 

* No, I did not,” was tlie answer. 

‘** Then how do you know, after all, that it was 
Mr. Glendeuning ?” continued Dr, Eddy. 

* On the second visit | heard his name, and 


“ Well,” interrupted Dr. Eddy, ‘* 1s the person 
in the room?” 

The witness looked around her, and raising her 
parasol, pointed to Glendenning, and said, in a 
loud tone: 

‘Yes, sir; there he is! ” 

Previous to entering the church the witness 
had not seen the man she was told was Glenden- 
ning since the time she saw him at the asyluin. 
In ‘he church no one pointed him out to her. 
When she said, in answer to Dr. Eddy’s question 
whether the man wasiuthe room, ‘ Yes, sir; 
there he is,” the applause was deafening. Men 
and women stamped their feet and clapped their 
hands for several minutes, and no one attempted 
to check them. Glendenning caught his breath 
aud seemed amazed. His eyes were watery, and 
for once be lost his self-possession. Recovering 
himself, his lips slightly parted, and he forced a 
smile. When the applause had subsided, Dr. 
Imbrie, of the prosecution, arose and said that 
be deprecated such a show of feeling, and wished 
the spectators to understand that the prosecu- 
tion was not in sympathy with them in such 
demonstrations. Mrs. Graystock said that she 
did not expect to meet Glendenning in the room. 
She was pat through a most rigid cross-examina- 
tion, but her testimony was uashaken. When 
she retired from the room, her eyes met those of 
Glendenning, and another scene was imminent, 
but it was checked. The prosecution then rest- 
ed, and to-day the defense will be begun. 


Semtenmced to the Penitentiary for 
Committing a Bape.

Inquiry shows that with most of the banks 
each of. the last two or three weeks bas devel- 
oped an increase of business. This, though not 
rapid in any case, bas carrie the discount line of 
many of them toa comfortable poivt. For the 
last day or two, on account partly of the depres- 
sion in the grain-markets, there Las been 4 tall- 
ing off in the operations of the banks, as their 
clearings show, but with the first of next month 
the packers will begin to use their money. 

Rates of discount are unchanged. ‘To regular 
customers’ accommodation is given at 10 per 
sent, but good outside borrowers can find plenty 
of money at the banks for 2 or 8 per cent less on 
short time. Money on the street is 10@18 per 
eent ; real-estate loans are 9@10 per cent. 

The clearings were $3,300,000.

eumption, atier falling greatly in 1871-72, bas 
since steadily incre to the former maximum, 
whereas in the Engiish consumption the maxi- 
mum was only reached in 1872-73, and there was 
a considerable failing off last year from that 
amount, while Continental consumption in- 
creased.

these vast populations of the future must be supphed 
with dry gooas from St. Louis, Where is there another 
city in the world with such prospects? Aud the posi- 
tion of St. Louis, upom the margin of the great Miasi:- 
sippi River, affording a continuous water path to all 
the markets of the world, and eerved by a score of 
railway lines, affording arapid transit for to 
aud from ali quarters of the earth, mesures ber fui! 
ability to meet ali demands upon ber, for ber palatiai 
stores now contain the i .rgest and best assorted stocks 
of dry goods in the Weat.

The New York Bulletin says : 


During the month ending the 26th inst., of Rio coffee 
alc ne there were sales in this market of 96,137 bigs at 
steadily advancing prices.

The supply of Rio in first hands in the distribut'ng 
markets of the United States is the smaliest which bus 
been known fora considerable time past. There is 
ecarcely any here, very little in Baltimore,—where 
most of last week there was none whatever,—and in all 
the other Southern ports the aggregate is only 15,5.0 
bags, while at New Orleans there is nove at ali, At 
the iast sale held in Amsterdam by the Netherlands 
Trading Company— ist inst,—a sutiicient advance 
was paid to cause Guile a “fiurry” both there aud 
in London, and was the means of strengtbening the 
market considerably. Prices of coffee thruughout the 
Continent rule quite firm ; and Hemburg, which was 
once a notable exception, bas fallen into hue, although 
at one time it is said that sume of the large operators 
there tiicd their hands at “ bearing” the muarket to 
“cover” extensive “short” sales, There was very 
littie trade in cottee here in the United Siates in the 
spring, and the consequent reduction of siovks in the

New Or.eans, Oct. 29.—The correspoodence 
which has been carried on for the past few days 
between Gov. Kellogg and Maj. E. A. Burke, 
representing the Naturalization Committee of 
the Democratic party, on the subject of the 
manner in which the votes shall be cast of citi- 
zeus who have been naturalized before the Sec- 
ond District Court, whose jurisdiction for vat- 
uralization is disputed, came very pear culminat- 
ing in a tragedy to-day.

Gov, Kellogg, through criminality or ignor- 
rance, has issued the following bonds, which are 
a total loss to the State, viz. : 

First—* On or about March 11, 1873, $125,000 
of second mortgage bonds were indorsed by the 
Govervor [Kellogg] on the 10 miles of track laid 
beyond Donaldaville ; but, asthe final limit of 
time, January, 1873, forthe completion of the 
whole road bad expired nearly two mouths pre- 
viously, and the law itself provided that ‘ None 
of the said second-mortgage bonds for or upon 
that portion of said main line of railroad, not 
constructed within the time limited shal! be 
guaranteed by the State of Louisiana,’ it is man- 
ifest that said bonds should not have been in- 
dorsed.” Extract of report of Railroad Commit- 
tee, adopted by New Orleans Chamber of Com- 
merce, June 1, 1874; signed G. W. R. Bailey, 
Chairman; H. O. Saxas, J. C. Morris, L. H. 
Josephs. When he indorsed those bonda, he 
knew, or oughtto bave known, that the con- 
tractors held the road beyond Donaldaville, and 
that it did not belong to the Company until they 
weie paid. The road is now under seizure and 
sale on first-mortgage bonds. 

Second—Under Act No. 108, approved Sept. 6, 
1868, entitled ‘*An Act to incorvorate the North 
Louisiana & Texas Railroad Company,” the Gov- 
erpor (Warmoti) issued to that Company, dur- 
ing the year 1869, 546 bonds, and,in the year 
1878, Kellogg iseued 576 of $1,000 each, bearing 
8 per cent interest,—the State having a second 
mortgage ov the road. 

The twelfth sectiou of the act provides ‘That 
said Railroad Company shall, on or before the 
maturity of any of the in/erest coupons on any of 
said bonds, deposit the amount thereof iv the 
State Tveasury for the payment thereof; and, in 
event of the failure to make such a that 
no further issue of bonds shall be made, and the 
State shall have the right to foreclose the mort- 
gage therein given to secure the payment of the 
bonds and interest issued to said road, according 
to the provisions of this act.” 

The Treasurer's books show that the only de- 
posit the Company ever made to meet the iover- 
est on the State bonds was $19,120, during the 
years 1569 and 70. 


By Act 105, approved June 29, 1871, it was au- | 


thorized to issue a first mortgage of $25.000 per 
mile. Subsequently, by Act No. 97, approved 
April 10, 1872, it was directed that, in lieu uf the 
second mortgage to the Scate, the Company 
might give its stock at par for the amount of 
bonds issued or to be issued; and, in con»idera- 
tion of thé issue and delivery of said stock, the 
Company shall be relieved from al liabiiily for 
the aforesaid boods of the State. 

The foregoing siatements are copied from a 
report made, in 1873, to Gov. Kellogg, by a 
Commitcee of Auditors and Examiners appoint- 
ed to investigate the State debt. See pages 8

ed in providing tbe interest previous to the issue 
of $567,000 by Kellogg ; also, that the contract 
had been changed frum one of security to a 
stock-subscription, notwithstending the consti-

Itis ciear that the issue 
was iliegal, and should not have been made.

By Warmoth, Kellogg & Co., the State debt 
hos been increased to $53.621,545.67, contingent 
and ail (see Anditors’ and Examuirers’ report, 
pages 14, 15. 16, and 17. The coustitucional lim- 
it is $25.000,000), with absolutely nothing to 
show for it. 

Gov. Kellogg cannot deny bis complicity and 
copartnership, alihough the firm has since 
quarreled over a division of the spoils. He 
was part of the Warmoth Government, aud by 
it was made a Sexator of the United States. He 
was nominated for Governor, and c.aima his 
election, by that party. Warmotb has since 
abandoned it. When they came into power, the 
State debt was not buidensome; property was 
in demand at advaocing prices ; the people were 
both hopefui and caeerful. Now, the State is 
bankrupt, property unsalable, homes and pian- 
tations deserted, levees down, and the people 
despondeut. 

Gov. Kellogg cannot dodge the responsibility, 
por can he separate himseif from bis paity, or 
bie Adminiscration from that of bis predecessor. 
They are both part and parcel of the same great

SOUTH CAROLINA. 
LETTER FROM ‘‘ GATH.” 
Frem Our Own Correspondent, 
CoLtumsBi, 8. C., Oct, 24, 1874, 

During the Conservative Convention iu this 
city. the first opportunity was afforded me to 
speak with the white leader of the State, Maj.- 
Gen. J. B. Kershaw. 

He resides at Camden, a very old town on the 
Wateree River, a neighbor of ex-United States 
Senator James Chestnut. 

KERSHAW. 

While Wade Hampton was the ideal soldier of 
the Rebellion in South Carolina, accomplished 
as a trooper, and the cavalier leader of a flying 
legion, Kershaw was the steady soldier of the 
‘ine, Major-General of Division, and he was one of 
Longstreet’s great Lienienants at Chickamauga 
and Gettysburg; taken prisoner at last, with 
his division, at the end of the War, 
and consigned for a few months to Fort 
Warren. He livesin the County of Kershaw, 
indicative of his family influence in those revo- 
lutionary parts of tbe Stace where Gates and 
Cornwallis met in force ; and, nearly tairty years 
ago, he was a promisjng military officer in South 
Carolina, and a Lieutenant in the Mexican War. 
He is a planter and a lawyer. 

He took out a regiment at the opening of the 
civil: contest, aud kept bis record in the field 
amongst the best, and his character in morals 
and deportment pureand lofty. Without dimi- 
nution of bis original reputation.—for be was 
never rich,—Kersbhaw returned to civil life, pru- 
dent of speech, slow of affiliation, without the 
acerbity of Early, the precipitate apostasy of 
Longstreet, or the o’erprompt coming forward 
of Hampton. He belonged to the mild, 
Conservative school of beaten Marsbals, who 
wili not blush before their record without the 
possibility of a usefulness paramount to self- 
abnegation, nor be converted in an instant fiom 
all their traditions, until they have watched the 
tide of events in orderto know when to piunge 
in. Not unsolicitous, but unselfish; not wholly 
content to be without career, but unable to de- 
base bimself to attain it,—he has been calm and 
advisory, waiting forthe day-star. In the con- 
ditions of the Southern country, those Rebel 
leaders who have stoodin camp of observation, 
patient and steady, have been able to conserve 
their influenee; while malignants, like D. H. 
Hill and Jeff Davis, and others volatile to rush 
in for a wild bandshaking over the bloody chasm, 
have dissipated them. 

Kershaw looks tne influence he possesses. He 
is a small, round-crowned grav-haired man ; the 
hair cut short; the face harmonious and com- 
pact ; the eyes steel-blue; only a mustache; 
and exceediogly slight limbs and feet. I should 
not judge that he would weigh above 125 pounds, 
He has a sligat, agreeabie lisp, and a deep, mod- 
ulated, manly voice. In some respects he re- 
sembles Gen. Robert E. Lee. 

The first evening I was in Columbia, he con- 
versed with me at my request ; and, several davs 
afterward, proceeding to Charlotte, I bad his 
company on the train the entire afternoon, 
Parta of these conversations, set down from 
recullection, make the staple of this letter. 

I first asked what he choughbt the prospect was 

TO REDEEM THE STATE, 

‘*For the firsttime,” be said, *‘ we see a gleam 
of light. Hitberto the uncompromising obstinacy 
of some of our people, and the as#iauvous efforts 
of Nor. herp emissaries to antigonize the pegroes 
avainst us, have defeated every attempt at co- 
operation. The negroes are now showing some 
sensibility, aud seem to respond to our advances 
for conference, divided responsibility, and good 
government.” 

I asked Gen. Kershaw if this change of policy 
might not come from tae growing impatience of 
the North with the negro experiment, and the 
negro’s fear that the Republican party would be 
brogeo down by carpet-bagging. 

**] think they do nos reasou so far off,” said 
the General.. ‘‘ They are crowing sounder and 
more sagacious themselves, and see reason to 


' negroes are moral and religious beings, who be- 


gin to see the scandalous lives of the ruling im- 
migrants. Others are weary of the first jubilee 
of freedom and politics. Their Leagues, I am 
told, are not as well attended as formerly. They 
differ on leaders and sitions. And, besides, 
they are well satisfied, 1 have no doubt, that we 
could not abridge their freedomif we would ; 
and, for myself, | would notif I could.” 

‘You have incurred some slight obloquy, I be- 
lieve, for holding this last position, amongst ul- 
tra Conservatives ? ” 

‘*Not exactly obloguy. Most of us think 
nearly the same, as the action of the Convention 
will show you. You saw that Convention? lam 
glad of it. It was the best body in character and 

rudence that we have seen at the S.ate Capital 

or years. A body of men like that plunged in 
a moment of time from independence to de- 
pendence, and struggling along for nea:ly ten 
years with such seasoned patience, and preserv- 
ei culture and hope, that they compare with the 
State Senates of past years, is an auswer to any 
charges of degeneracy. 

** You aee, sir, this wholesale experiment of 
negro-citizenship confused us for years. Itcame 
on gradually, resisted in the North as well as 
here, aod we lost all those years of indecision, 
biding the conclusion of the consequences. 
President Jobuson and his advisers were assur- 
ing us that the Reconstruction acts would be 
vetoed by bimself, and then by the people at the 

olls. That hope wss succeeded by defeat and 
umiliation; and, inthe interim, the negroes 
were led away s: lidly by interiopers.”’ 

I asked Gen. Kerebaw about the rise of 

THE KU-KLUX 

in the State. He described the condition of 
things when he came home; the fatality of Con- 
servative politics,—as, for example, the denun- 
ciation of the Reconstruction acta by the Na- 
tional Convention of 1868, followed by defeat, 
and again by the defeat of Carpenter and Butler 
overwhelmingly by the negro-vote, That defeat 
gave such gloom to the native whites that it in- 
censed them ever to have voted for Republicans. 
The Ku-Klux, formed in Tennessee to resist 
Brownlow's militia, got over into North Caro- 
lina, and then into the mountain and Piedmont 
parts of South Carolia, but never advanced to- 
ward the coast. Gen. Kershaw spoke with a 
tone of regret that such subterranean style of 
Government had ever beeu attempted. 

Gen. Forrest, of Tennessee, charged the origin 
of the Ku-Klux, so far as he knew, upon one 
Saunders, in the Town of Asheville, N. C., 40 
miles over the South Carolina line. This man 
was poisoned by bis own wife, 

Gen. Kershaw said: ‘** The negroes were first 
approached at Beaufort and along the coast, and, 
before the end of the War, were 2:scipiined by 
preachers and others to carry their political 
ideas further into the interior. When I was re- 
leased from Fort Warren, I found this propa- 
gandism had reached ail parts of the “interior. 
We were unable to deal with it, being just out of 
war, and never having beheld uwnything of the 
kind before. The negroes, you must observe, 
who had always been obedient and domestic, 
we suddenly found armed as militia, going about 
op various eaterpriees; and it became unsafe or 
alarming for white women, or childrev, or 
isolated men, to go abroad. The young men, 
raised in the army, were over-prompt to accept 
such adefiance. As we advanced, men bad to 
make a living somehow, and bave peace to do 
it i». I called on Chestnut, my townsman, ex- 
Senator of the United States, and we resolved to 
address the colored people. We both made 
speeches. 

‘The negro Randolph, who was killed after- 
wards, heard us through, and he saio : * Well, if 
you come in that spirit, we welcome you.’

it was the first time | bai e.er seen him. He 
had been speaking allably vith me; told me 
that he was a Confederate Captain, and so forth ; 
aud then, to my surprise, he proceeded to ad- 


| dress an inflammatory barangue to the neg: oes. 


He told them that they bad been robbed of their 
wages, lashed, starved, and so on, until the na- 
tive blacks,who bad previously borne us no mal- 
ice, became infuriated aod uproarious. We saw 
that we could make po auswer, and told them 
that, if order and concord could not be estab- 
lished for the future without reviving the ex- 
punged and busied past, we must witadraw. We 
did 80, greatly discouraged. Tue exampie set b 
Bowen that day appears to have driven Randolvh 
ov to similar denunciation io a more unruly part 
of the State, and cost nim bis life.” 

‘* Is Bowen a map of any force? ” 

“Yes. Heisa strong and plausible haranguer, 
—one of those unexpected elements in our cup 
of bitterness. The native whites who go into 
Republican, politics—such as Moses, Nagle, and 
Bowen—are particularly qualified by a kvowl- 
eige of the nego tocontiroi him. Strangers 
have no such familiarity with the vegro mind, 
The peisov runoing against me for Congress, 
Wallace, was the author of the reso/ution to ep- 
slave all the free negroes ia the State before 
the War. Twitted with this, he coolly replies 
that be did propose it, but as a matter of 
mercy, as the free negroes, be says, were less 
protected than the slaves.” 

‘* Have anv of your well-reared citizens gone 
over io the earpet-bagrers ? ” 

RENEGADES. 

‘No. You may count them. on your fingers. 
Melton, now Attorney-General, is the most nota- 
ble exce;tion. He was the active ouleau officer 
in the Adjutant-Geperal’s Department at Ricb- 
mond. |] hearthat be claims to be acting with 
toe Republicans for the ultimate advantage of 
the Conservatives, but I can’t see how that 
makes bis attitude any more honorable.” 

* Do you thinka man might not become a 
Republican for reasons of independent thought 
and common worldly adaptability ?” 

‘Ido. But, if that change is immediately at- 
tended with an office, it informs upon the rene- 
gade. Men like Judge Green and Judge Bryan, 
who were Uniou men during the War, we ac- 
cept as consistent and proper recipients of the 
favor of the United States. Men Lke Melton, 
whose conversion is not disinterested, and 
whose new associates are the public robbers, are 
lost to the esteem of their fellow-soldiers.” 

“Then I infer that you do not admit Mr. 
Chamberlaine’sa assamption that he was not 
a party tothe frauds of Scoti, Nagle, Parker, 
and Patterson ?”’ 

‘*No. Mr. Chamberlaine is a better-ordered 
man than they in mind and manners; but this 
leaves him less defense. There is very little dif- 
ference in grade. Someof these men are ac- 
counted more chivalrous than others; but Cham- 
berlaine is, if possible, a coldei-hearited man 
tnan the rest.” 

‘*Might he not endeavor, to recover some cur- 
rency, to make a better Administiation than 
Scvtc or Moses?” 

‘Yes, I presume he will try todoso. But he 
bas the same surrouudings. Ali the old confed- 
erates of the Ring are wo:kwg for him. They 
nominated him. It is true that, by certain 
ameodments, the debt of the State 1s torbidden 
to be increased; but the Legislature is nearly 
hopelesely depraved. These men first debauched 
the negro Legislatures, and now they are calling 
lustily for an honest Legislature to help them to 
be honest. Chamberlaime has opened bis can- 
vass with more courtesy than we expected,”’ 

‘Do you regard the condition of things as 
bopeless, then?” 

‘No. The material increase of the State is 
encouraging. The diseevery of on deposits 
of phosphates I regard as one of those timely 
compensations Nature has provided for a foriornm 
people. It will be worth more to us than ail the 
slaves we loet. Nor do I regard the present 
debt as beyond our ability tocarry, It is a pity 
that we had any credit. Wedo not require any, 
There is nothing added to the property of the 
State by all this wanton outlay. If we conld 
have quiet, the labor amongst as would be better 
than we had hoped,” 

‘* What, then, do yor regard as the great evil 
of the State ?”

as the all-comprehensive curse or South Caro- 
lina. They came here to divide society, pot to 
combine it.

“ How can we develop as we should with a 
Gove nor who pardons every crimina!, with a 
Legislature as expensive per capita as Congress, 
wita county-satraps who do not scruple to throw 
their political opponents into prison ; in short, 
with subjugation intensified by all the forms of 
peitv meanness and irritation ?” 

“Can you suggest anything that the people of 
the North should do, compatibia with the en- 
traochisement of the uegro ?” 

‘‘Yes. The negroes c.n very generally read. 
If thev could be assured, from overwhelming 
authority at the North, that they must ma«e Gov- 
ernment tolerable to us who aie the sabjugated 
here ; if the prese, Congress, and the President, 
would vouchsafe to regard us whites as we are, 
the real subjects for commiseration, the down- 


trodden, instead. of the negro, it would 
s00u be le to. the. black man. that 
it was the policy of the North to promdte con- 
cord instead of dissension here. pegro has 
& great idea of Uncle Sam, Uncle Sam’s wishes 
are his shibooleth. Suppose thattbe Govern- 
ment sent gentlemen hereto administer the 
Federal offices, and told them to abstain from 
entering into corrupt combinations with the 
kites aod crows at Columbia; we should not 
then have a South Caroling Senator—God save 
the mark!—at Washington, in the person of 
Patterson, defaming the condition of things 
amongst the society he is alleged to represent.

I said: 

“The Sandhillers, Gen. Kershaw,—what type 
of people are they? ” 

‘“* The Sandhillers are the queerest people we 
have, and, though poor, not uninteresting. They 
live in this belt of country coutiguous to Colum- 
bia, where the soil is pretty much bare sand, un- 
inviting to the eye, and scrubbily timbered with 
pine and small oak. Their little plank cottages, 
almost black with exposure to the sun; their 
small. figures, almost stunted, 1t would seem, 
but capable of great fatigue; their dwarf cattle, 
and docile character, make them a sort of inde- 
pendent peasantry, not unlike whatis found in 
old parts of the North of Europe. It has even 
been guessed that they were of Icelandic or 
Norwegian descent, emigrated anterior to the 
historic period of Carolina. Their straight 
black bair, nearly oblique eyes, of an almond 
shape, and unambitious home habits, remind us 
of nothing else.” 

‘* Were they generally friendly to the Confed- 
erate cause?” * 

* Always. The sandbillers made some of the 
very best soldiers in the Confederacy. ‘Shey 
were easily dise:plined, obedient 4 y- any oth- 
er soldiery, could not be worn ont by marching, 
= they were the first to plunder the battle- 

eld.” 

‘** Did they developany of their own number to 
distinction ?” 

“No. The social condition of things before 
the War very generally prescribed the relations of 
the War. In this State, the military leadership, 
in maoy cases, suggested the leader of the Rev- 
olutiovary War, eighty years before. Hampton, 
Pickens, my oame as well, were partisan or line- 
leaders in the Revolution,” 

“Then you had no great body of Unionists in 
this State ?” 

* Yes, there were a fewin the mountain parts, 
bnt I think they were generaily North Caro- 
liaians. You see, in North Carolica there were 
hundreds of families of Quakers, Germans, and 
others, absolute Abolitionists, long before the 
War. We had notbing of the sort in South 
Carolina. The people here—not the leaders 
only, but the masses—seceded from the Union 
voluntarily. It was a general movement, of 
long growth, argued in this State before the 
generation of youug men who fought the War 
were voters, and it had slowly drawn all ele- 
ments into it.” 

This view of the case was also espoused by Mr. 
Miles, of Charleston. He said: “I know a 
different opinion prevails at the North; but 
Secession began at the bottom in this State, not 
amongst the politicians, It came right up from 
the people. There were two classes of opinion 
here; the Separa‘ists, who wanted the State to 
go out, of itself. without reference to assistance; 
and the Disunionists, who wanted to secede by 
co-overation, and not only to leave, but to break, 
the Union.” 

United States Seoater Robertson, a native of 
Fairfield, carried this explanation to perfection: 

“The politiciaus,” he said, ‘*‘ began to bluff 
each other on disunion. They never thought it 


would come about; but the people believed | 


them, and, when the matter came to vote, the 
peopie were disnnionists, and their teaders bad 
to go into the army for awhile, and then into 
defeat and poverty.” 

SECESSION REFINED. 

Yet, whatever the selfigh incentives to dis- 
ublon, it is not impossible that a high fanaticism, 
based upon sagacity, alsu entered into the 
scheme. If Slavery was the basis of wealth in 
the Souch, and there could be no transformation 
of siave-labor to free under the conditions of 
society there, disunion might have insulated it, 
and nreserved it from the inevitable fiction of 
Northern opimion, 

Said Mr. Miles: ‘* There had been for many 
years a sentiment that the interesis of the Free 
and S!ave States were better subserved separate. 
It was held by some of the best of our people, 
not politicians nor fanatics.” 

The Tariff question, in 1830, brought the pre- 
text for this issue. Three vears afterward, 
Calboun, returning from Wasbington, told his 
intimate friends that the Slavery question must 
be put ahead of the Tariff, as the more logical 
provocation of . the 
Hamptons, Mannings, 
fluential South Oarolisians, were sugar-plant- 
ers in Louisiana, avd would uphol 
Tariff legislation of the North, to get 
protection for their sugar and molasses. In 
eleven FOaEn the advocates of this policy, work- 
ing with vigor wherever they could get hearing, 
brought together a Convention at Nashyille, 
which the citizens smasbed up, under Jacksonian 
suggestion. Persisting yet, a Disupion Conven- 
tion was called in the same city in 1850, and the 
two oveiwhelmingly Slave States—South Caro- 


lina and Mississippi—alone responded through | 


their Legislatures. The last appearance of Cal- 
houn in the Senate was to advocate two Presi- 


dents of the United States at one and the same | 


time,—ooe to represent the rod, the other tie 
sword,—the Slave and the Free Sates. 
THE SPECTRE ON THE SHIELD. 

‘The motives of human conduct are too various 
to judge Calhoun with certainty. By many he is 
regarded as a disappointed aspiramt for the 
Presidency, who divided the Union for reseut- 
ment. By others, as a predestinarian, who was 
led along by an iron logic. Pure in his life, tak- 
ing little amusement, accomplished in political 
knowledge, and antagonized by Jackson and the 
vast majority and patronage of his own party in 
middle life, he seemed driven out of the Union 
into South Carolina, There he labored fora 
career equal with and ominous to the Union. If 
he could pot be Saul he could be Samuel, an 
prophesy. With peculiar intensity, a sincerity 
not diminished by his grievance, which he soon 
forgot or attributed to the public calamity, and too 
much positive character to be merely a drooping 
Ham|!et, he raisei his provincialiam into an im- 
perial issue, and, sustained by his State as no 
map in America ever was, he put Slavery out of 
the defensive into the aggressive, and propor- 
tionably hastened its decease. He was, therefore, 
not a motive, but an ingredient in the strong 
lve which cleansed the Union of Slavery. His 
private character was betier than Webster's ; 
his resentment was no greater than Clay's; bis 
heart was rebellious, like his Irish race, to the 
realm, while loyal to the locality of which he 
was nearly the federal chief. His lesson to 
South Carolipa and every otber State ia this: 
‘*Trast no one man; for bis pais for you may 
be originated in a grievance of his own. 

I asked Gen. Kershaw: 

‘Did Mr. Calhoun have & molding influence 
on South Carolipa mind and opinion ?” 

**] think not so much as is ascribed to him. 
No more, perhaps, than Mr. Webster had to 
model Massachusetts. We alwaysregard, in this 
State, the South Carolina College as having been 
the controlling influence in all things. Mr. Gal- 
houn was not a graduate there, but of Yale. For 
sixty years it wasthe author of the laws, the 
suggester of reforms and of institutions amongst 
us ; and in its alumni you will find the great 
bodv of our legislators and lawyers. Two United 
States Senators, Barnwell and Preston, were 
Presidents, and it was thought honorable to leave 
the Senate to take the College. ” 

THE SOUTHERN HARVARD. 

This is not only opinion, but fact, in South 
Carolina. Harvard College did not more control 
Massachusettes, and I beard more compiairt of 
the jate ebange of the coliege-svstem to the 
university-plau than of negroes being admitted 
to it. The first President, Maxcy, was a Baptist 
from Massachusetts, and the successor of Jona- 
than Edwards at Union College. The second, 
Thomas Cooper, was a Deist, the son-in-law of 
Priestley, born in London, and the political 
economist of South Carolina from 1920 to 1840. 
The third, Robert Henry. a native, was the first 
lec.urer for Free-Tradein the Unised States, 
and the first American college lecturer 
on Political Economy. Both Henrv 
aud Prestop, his successor, were educated 
at Edinburg; the latter was the grand-nephew 
of Patrick Henry, and the pupil of William 
Wirt. Dr. Thornwell, Presbyterian, succeeded 
him. For nearly s quarter of a century. Francis 
Lieber, the celebrated. publiciat, was Professor 
of History here. It may be questioned whether 
any American college, by the force of accident 
or affinity, ever did as much to promote original 
political thought, and it is pot imorobabie that 
Harvard willone day admit that, in the matter 
of commercial freedom, the old institution at 
Columbia led it into orthodoxy by half a century. 
James H. Hammond, the ablest map the State 
has produced in our period, was the 

of a Professor in this Oollege who 

at Dartmouth aod was 

fo in Massachusetts. It was this Bay- 
State ecion who. from 1830 down to the War, 
energized the industry, military spirit, and 
State-rights opinion of the State; and at bis 
residence, near Augusta, Secessiou was plotted. 
The riso and growth of the South Carolina sebool 
has never been else than superficially considered 
at the North. Deism, <r Presbyterisnism, 
Skepticism, have worked through this College 


the | 
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developed in South Carolina 
by the selfishness of Slavery, but imported by 
Joseph Priestley, the frend of Franklin, whose 
reflections on this subject. in 1798, were carried 
by Cooper to Columbia in 1819, and elevated into 
& faculty there. Calhoun attempted to ride this 
school of thought into Nullification ; but, fail- 
ing, dropped it for the more easy topic of dema- 
gfogery, Slavery. Calhoun was not a graduate 
of this College and possibly felt no great good- 
will for its paramount influence. 

Upon the library of the College, selected by 
those radical political economists, about $30,000 
had been expended before the War. The College 
had cost the State about one million and a 


quarter.

The present President, Babtitt, is a Northern 
man of good information, working out the prob- 
lem of the first se apee uviversity in the mod- 
ern world.

If 
you go on etherealizing matter or materializing 
principle, why not a Divine conception for the 
regeneration of all flesh,—a sublime, celestial 
Darwination, if you please,—so that, through 
the whole arcana, it is confirmed that Les ex- 
tremes se touches? 

I remarked to the Doctor that I thought this 
idea might help Beecher out.

In the triangle thus 
formed, E represents the earth's centre; 8, the 
centre of the sun; E 8, the distance required ; 
5S B, a tangent to the earth’s surface, at Lb, mak- 
ing aright angle with E B, a radius of the earth. 
Then the angle at Sis the parallax, and E Bis 
the sine of that angie when E B is taken as 
unity; or ES isthe cosecant of the paraliax 
when E B is taken as unity.

BOARD OF UNDERWRITERS. 

The Chicago Board of Underwriters held a 
regular meeting yesterday afternoon at their 
office, No. 127 LaSalle street, about twenty-five 
members being present, and the President, Mr. 
George C. Clarxe in the chair. 

The main object of this meeting was the se- 
lection of a member of the Board of Commis- 
ers in piace of Mr. James Ayars, Jr., whose 
time had expired by limitation. 

There was hardly a chance for Mr. Ayars’ re- 
election, as not only the majority of the Board 
of Underwriters, but also the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion, was strongly opposed to him. The 
opposition was produced by the _ pre- 
vailing opinion that Mr. Ayars had been op- 
posed to the appointment of Gen. Shaler, aud 
that he had acted aitogether too much in har- 
mony with the Fire and Police Commissioners. 
Still he bad many friends in the Board, who 
claimed that he had done his duty as well and 
faithfully as could be done under the circum- 
stances. These men were bound to vote for his 
re-election, and make a strong fight in his favor. 
However, his opponents were in the majority, 
and, as Mr. Ayars was receiving $2,000 salary a 
year, it was decided at the last meeting that the 
Board should hereafter pay no salary to their 
Cemmissioner, but appropriate the amount, with 
some addition, towards Gen. Shaler’s salary. 
Mr. Ayars, therefore, as that meeting declared 
his willingness to work for nothing should he be 
re-elected. But this was vot what the Board or 
the Citizens’ Committee wasted. 

There were a number of candidates in the field, 
all having their fmends who worked for them 
with all their might. It became soon apparent 
that to choose a new Commissioner from the 
members of the Board would lead to serious dif- 
ferences. The Citizens’ Association was therefore 
consulted, and the advice was given to select a 
Commissiover from among the prominent citi- 
zene outside of the Board, and several names 
were proposed. 

At the meeting yesterday afternoon, when the 
question of selecting a successor to Mr. Avars 
cameup, considerable opposition to the Board 
candidates was shown, and it was therefore de- 
cided to abide by the advice of the Citizens’ As- 
sociation. 

The name of Mr. John B. Drake was then pro- 
posed, and be was elected without opposition, 
every one feeling that he was a stsong man, and 
would reflect credit upon the Board. It was de- 
cided that Mr. Drake shouia receive no salary, it 
having first been ascertained that he would ac- 
x: the position wiinout it.

SOUTH SIDE STREET-RAILWAY. 


| To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune ; 


bik: ‘he remarks of “ Citizen” on the sub- 
day's TRipUNE, must be received by every resi- 
deut of that division of the city with approba- 
tion. The Company bas shown a cupidity in its 
dealings with the public worthy of severe cen- 
sure, and calling loudiy for reform. In the im- 


| presement of passengers into its service as fare- 


passers, in the scanty accommodations fur- 
nished, in the uniform uncleanliness of the 
cars, and in the vulgarity and impertinence of 
the drivers, the public at last feel that they are 
being imposed upon beyond all limit. 

But, in seconding the complaint of your cor- 
ye tpt his candor also shonid be copied, 
and the matter be fairly examined into. While 


there is nO excuse apparent for manw <? the 
outrages, it is clear that most of them arise 
from overcrowding at special hours of the day, 
when the great bulk of the community are pass- 
ing from the residence to the business sections, 
or home again,—principally io the latter case, 
for ple are in a better humorin the morn- 
ing. At other times a street-car ride is compara- 
tively pleasant. The fact is that one street, 
carryipg an indiscriminate mass of passengers 
to the Stock-Yards, to Cotiace Grove, Bridze- 
rt, and Indiana avenue, and along the route. 
is not only overtaxed, but the distinction that 
would naturally result if each passenger bad hie 
choice of vehicles is lost at these times of 
day in the scramble that ensues to get 
somewhere towards home. The result is 
vexatious aod uncomfortable. There is 
a large distinction between the habits 
of people, and, with all regard to repub- 
lican rights, classes desire to pair off by 
themselves, and will not cordially accept each 
other’s society. There are also such realities as 
dirt, greasy atten: frowsy heads, muddy boots, 
and uncomfortable smells, and some people are 
so unreasonable as to dislike them. These are 
the basis of vine-tenths of the complaints that 
arise about the street-cars. The cars are over- 
crowded going home, and they are all of a kind. 
Now, difficult as the question presented by this 
outlook may be, there is a solution to it. A line 
of street-cars on some street east of State street 
would draw off enough of what is termed first- 
class traffic to relieve State street, and to furnish 
a better class of accommodations for those who 
desire them, at «# trifle more costif need be. 
Wabash avenue seems to present this advautage 
as far as the public at large are concerned. 
With a line running from Lake street to the 
city limits, the conveniences of the public would 
be greatly served, and perhaps that large section 
of territory, now little settled, between State 
street and Cottage Grove avenue south of 
Thirty-fifth street, would become more available 
for residence purposes. M.

THE CITY TELEGRAPH. 
To the Editor af the Chicago Tridune : 

Sin: A correspondent signing himself ‘‘E. 
M. H.” in this morning’s Trisune possibly 
thinks he has a grievance against the city tele- 
graph. One might suppose from what “ E. M. 
H.” says, *‘ When the city telegraph went into 
operation, great expectations were had of its 
usefulness and convenience,” that he was one of 
the philanthropists who stepped forward and 
planked down his money to heip to establish a 
system of city telegraph liues at the time these 
lines were projected or in embryo, but no name 
appears in that benevolent list answering to 
those initials. He was not one of those patriots 
who pooled in to the original 
enterprise, solely and definitely as an outlay, 
without any return beyond the opportunity of 
being enabled to send a message from one part 
of the city to another, and pay for it exactly the 
same as an outsider who had contributed nothi- 
ivg, kuowing that the city lines could not be es- 
tablished or maintained without such help, for 
the patent reason thai there would not be local 
business euough to keep such lines in operation. 
The city lines would have to be wound up to-day 
were it not for the patronage derived from the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. 

Such fastidious persous as ‘‘ kK. M. H.” proba- 
bly patronize the telegraph once where the 
‘business’? man referred to uses it a dozen 
times,—the complaimts being in inverse ratio. 

The press is oftentimes made the medium of 
injustice to the innocent. A perversion of facts, 
gilded with plausibility, 1s passed off for triath. 
The real facts iv the case in point are not stated 
by “‘E. M. H.” The telegram referred to as 
having been banded in to the telegraph office on 
T wenty-second stieet at 1:30 p.m. for a * pa- 
tient” at 662 West Van Buren street, was not 
banded im to that office until 1:50 p.m. Bear in 
mind that it is minutes, or time, * E. M. H.” is 
complaining about. It is said the meseage was

HELPING TEMPERANCE. 
To the Editor of he Chicago Trivune : 

Sir: I should like to call the attention of the 
temperance people to an opportunity for furtber- 
ing their cause. 

It bas recently come to my knowledge that the 
Paulist Fathers, who have been conducting a 
mission in the extreme southwestern part of the 
city, have succeeded in getting some 1,400 peo- 
ple to sign the temperance pledge. This pledge 
not only forbids the use of liquor, but forbids 
the signer entering any piace where liquor is 
solid. As this is one of the rougher districts 
where drunkenness most abounds, and the men 
are chiefly laborers, hack-drivers, and express- 
men, this will be very hard to keep. 

One woman, whose husband has signed the 
pledge, told me she thought he would keep it 
till the extreme cold weather came on, when, as 
it would be impossible for him to stay out in the 
cold all day and eat a frozen lunch, he would be 
forced to enter a saloon to get warm. As by do- 
ing this be woulda break a part of the pledge, he 
would be tempted to drink again. It has re- 
quired a great effort for him to stop drinking, 
and he is certainly deserving of help in his effort 
to continue in well-doing. It is but fair to sup- 
pose that his case is one of many. 

Now, if in the vicinity of the express and hack 
stands, and in the rougher parts of the city, 
toere could be places established where these 
men could occasionally get warm, and eat their 
lunches, and, if desired, purchase acup of tea or 
coffee, it would remove a great temptation from 
this class of people. 

While not making any assesesment for the 
maintenance of these resorts, if a box were con- 
venientiy placed for receiving contributions, 
they would soon become self-supporting, while 
common cleanliness and good order siould be 
required of all who enter. The rooms should be 
so plainly furnished and kept that the roughest 
laborer should have no hesitancy about entering 
one of them. K.

ATTEMPTED ROBBERY. 

A bold and desperate attempt to effect a 
heavy robbery of diamonds, watches, and 
money, aggregating in value about $8,000, was 
made by two thieves at 6:30 o'clock last evening. 
The objective point was the private banking 
and loan office of C. C. Jerome, in the store on 
the southeast corner of Mownroe and Clark 
streets. The thieves had evidently been watch- 
ing their opportunity, and, taking advantage of 
Mr. Jerome’s absence in the rear part of the 
store, one of them smashed a large plate glass 
in the show-window on the Clark street 
side, while the other reached in ihe 
opening thus made to snatch the valuables 
exposed in the window. On hearing the crash 
caused by the breaking of the giass, Mr. Jerome 
turned and drew a small Derringer pistol frum 
his pocket, and pointed it at the thief, who im- 
mediately stooped down below the sash. As he 
did so his coat-sleeve caught on the 
edge of the broken glass, and seemed 
to hold him for a moment. Mr. Jerome 
then ran to the doorway with his weapon in 
haad, with a view to catching the fellow. But 
the thief was too quick for bim and ran south on 
Clark street into a crowd of people and escaped 
with his companion, in spite of the efforts of 
astonished pedestrians to prevent him. 

Mr. McDonaid, a partner of Mr. Jerome, had 
left the stoie but a moment before the attempted 
robbery, and had just reached the opposite side 
of Clark street when he heard the crash of the 
broken glass, and ran over to caich the thieves, 
but too late todoso. He caught sicht of one of 
them, however, and believes he can identify 
him. 

There were in the window eight large solitaire 
diamonds, valued at #5,000, $1,500 in bank notes, 
$500 in $20 gold pieces, ten Howzird watches, 
and other property worth about #1,000. The 
thieves obtained cnly $40 in money and one of 
the watches, and Lut for Mr. Jerome's prompt 
action wonld undoubtedly have secured 
the diamonds and a large sum of the 
money. They used a board about 3 feet long 
and 4 or 5 inches wide to smash the glass, which 
is valued at about $150.
